Only the 
front was of granite; the walls were massive 
structures of a kind of concrete. composed 
principally of ferruginous sand from decompus- 
ed granite, mixed with mud fiom, the river und 
a little lime. . 

Fr, Alexander de Rhodes, S.J., the celobrated 
aissionary of Cochin-China, writing from 
Macao in 1628, says of St, Paul’s College and 
chureli : * Our Suciety las a large college hera 
which can bo compared with ths finest in 
Europe. Atleast the church ig the most 
magnificent I have seen, even in Italy, oxcept- 
ing +, Peter's of Rome.” There may perhaps 
be some exaggeration in this judgment of the 
enthusiastic missionary, but. his words are on 
record to show at least what impressi n the 
edifice made upon him. The witer has had 
the good fortune of hearing .an-old and highly 
honoured Portugese native of the colony grow 
enthusiastic over the beauty of St. Paul's when 
it still stood in the fixst quarter of the century. 


The woodwork particularly, oxccuted entirely | 


by skilled Jupanesa workmen, was praised 
exquisitely: beautiful. *

Chinese, There was the opium, tradé; aenrse to 
China ; their action in connection with this was 
not commendablo, Another dark quefion wis 
the opinion Chinese, had: formed from secing 
the moral character of some Europeans in the 


whole’ peopls as low in consednence. They 
believed that all foreigners-—it did not mattor 
whether they were Christians or not, because 
the Chincye were not capable of judging— 
were imminoral; such. indeed, was very sad, 
In Canton, not so long back,. the natives 
were beginning to know when it was Sunday. 
beeduse thé river steamers did not arrive on 
that day, but that had heen destroyed—somo 
viver ateamars do rn now. They had their 
ton commandments, aad these were broken right 
vefore the heathen, Sometimes . Europeans 
knocked down or hit Chinese for practically no 
reason whatever, and the Chinese generally 
' refrained trom retaliating because they were a 
peace-k ving people. This,however, was notalways 
the ease, S.ume fifty-seven. years agro six young 
Englishmen went oif into the country on the 
outskirts, of Canton... On approaching 
village they met some Chineso labourers ¢oming 
from the fies, and shovod thom’ off the path, 
hitting one old man—it was bad enough to hit 
an old mun, but this one happened to be 


was not out and out murder, and the 
Englishuen were largely to ‘blame for thoir 
tate. There were continually cases of Chinese 
who happened to havo enlarged spleens ox other 
maladies suocumbing to kicks from Englishmen. 
tt made a mun feel sorrow.to think that he 
had caused the death of another, but he wus 
not guilty of murder. “What, they had 
to look .at was the material result, Did it 
not degrade » man to hit another without pro- 
vocation? Aud, very often, to hit men with 
more brains than themselves! Had uot the 
Chinese their poetry, thoir literature and civiliza- 
tion dating back to the’ time: when Huropeans 
were savages? They (Europeans) had | gone 
into a calder climate and ‘acquired whiter 
aking thvh the. Chinese; they were also 
proud of their, modern: civilization, 
religion—-lyt did. such actions as he hod 
enumerated eurn respect ? 
Chinese, certainly, would not blend together 
for many years to como asthe two civilizations 
wero so different, but it appeared to him that 
they could have far friendlicr relations than at 
present.
